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As an experiment, ask your kids how many times a day they hear 
the phrase, "That's so gay," meant in the pejorative sense. I would 
venture to say that their answer might surprise you. 

As part of my job, I have been spending a great deal of time lately 
in the schools. I was astonished at the number of times I heard 
racist, sexist, and, in particular, homophobic remarks. I heard them 
in the halls, in classrooms, and in the parking lot. I heard them 
mostly from students, but there were also a few questionable 
comments by teachers. 

The most shocking aspect was how these remarks were 
condoned. They seem to have become a standardized part of 
speech. No longer are they whispered in the back of the room when 
the teacher isn't paying attention or in a dark section of the hallways 
at the end of the lockers. These comments are shouted across a 
crowded room or bellowed from one end of the hall to the other. 
There are seemingly no repercussions, no reprimands, and 
certainly no consequences. 

And what are your children to do? The challenge of turning the 
tide on these comments is monumental and potentially dangerous 
and very few children are up to the task. So, what is the alternative? 
To be silent? To join the crowd? To be sure, there are no easy 
answers and no simple solutions. In some cases, it is simply not 
safe to take on the issue. Kids need to learn to assess the situation 
for safety before they try to take it on. 

Sometimes even adults don't feel like tackling an issue. Maybe 
they're tired, cranky, short on patience, or the situation doesn't feel 
safe to them. Perhaps they sense that the person's mind wont be 
changed. Kids can learn that it's ok to let it go sometimes if that's 
what their instinct is telling them to do. 

Whenever I come out in schools, which I do frequently, it is nearly 
always to address the epithets. I point out that I find them offensive 
and I ask for their cooperation in stopping the comments. I ask them 
to be an advocate for me when they hear such comments in the 
future. I have had a positive response to this approach, but I also 
have experience and training. Your kids likely have neither. 

I have talked with Alyssa about what it is like at her school. She 
says it's pretty bad but she has come up with a strategy that seems 
to work somewhat for her. (We have, of course, left it to her to 
disclose our relationship to her comfort level. For now, she has 
chosen to tell her friends that I am her mom’s lesbian roommate.) 
She has discovered that a debate about what's right and wrong is 
ineffective. Even if others understand that certain phrases are 
offensive, they insist that since they don't mean to be offensive, it 
doesn't count. Consequently, she has asked her friends not to say, 
"that's so gay" around her. 

This is an important issue for many kids.Those who are gay are 
certainly affected, but so are those who have parents, other family 
members, or friends who are gay. They are measuring their safety 
and security against defending themselves or loved ones. The risks 
are high on both sides. Let them take it slowly. If they feel 
comfortable, have them start small with a close friend who will be 
receptive to a simple request. Remember that your kids have to 
spend a tremendous amount of time in school and that what you 
wish for them in theory may not work for them in practice. Enlist the 
help of your children's teachers if you can and if your kids are 
comfortable with that. But, above all, dont push if your children are 
resistant. Trust their instincts if they dont feel safe. And work toward 
giving them some guidance, some conflict resolution skills, and 
some bullying awareness. As much as we are on the front lines, 
sometimes, so are they.

Dear Denise, I want to set aside money to buy a home in 3 years 
and dont know where to invest the cash. The market doesn’t 
seem like such a cjreat place right now. Can you offer a 
suggestion or two? Signed, Reluctant Investor 
Dear Reluctant, There are some basic rules for what I consider 
short-term planning with low-risk investments. This statement 
may be difficult to digest, given the current state of the market. 
First, understanding the relationship between time frame and 
investment risk can help you keep your money safe and sound 
and available when you need it. When it comes to short-term 
investment, planning has never been more important. 

A 5 year goal or less, in my opinion, is short-term. You need to 
be looking at very stable, fixed types of investments like savings, 
money markets or CD's. Understandably, (but unfortunately for 
you at this time) interest rates are currently the lowest they have 
been in 30 years. 

As year 2000 proved, a year is a long enough for a market like 
the NASDAQ to fall 40 percent, but not long enough for it to 
recover. You might risk a gamble if your goal is very flexible, but if 
you know you'll need the money within five years, diversify your 
portfolio to include more conservative investments, and dont 
count on the market to do what you want it to do. 

Proper Diversification Will Save you Stress. You would be wise 
to put your money in relatively conservative investments, ones 
that wont make you rich or poor over night. The shorter your time 
frame and the more crucial it is that you have the money on a 
certain date, the more conservative you should be. Certificates 
of deposit (CDs), money market mutual funds and short-term 
bond funds may be appropriate options. Consider staying on the 
conservative side by diversifying your risk through properly 
selected mutual funds or laddered CD's. Stagger the terms for 
when the CD begins or have them end on a specific target date. 

Best of luck in the purchase of your new home.

RANTS & RAVES BY STEPHEN LIBBY 

More than a few times since June's Pride Festival, I have heard people in my age 
bracket (the dreaded 35-45) lamenting the lack of involvement by the younger generation 
inallGLBT related issues, including HIV/AIDS awareness. The complaint is, "They are not 
involved and are apathetic to the cause." The accused counter with, "Dude, I don't get it, 
what cause?' 

Is it so surprising that there is a generation gap in this matter? The older GLBT 
population remembers when the words "queer", "fairy", "fag", "lezzie", "dyke" ...could 
strike terror in the heart ofjr. High Johnny who was secretly diggin' his best buddy. Or 
Glam Girl Sally, who was pining for the class tomboy. How many faces turned beet red 
when these words were whispered in a classroom or yelled on the playground? The only 
representations that America had of gay people were the extremely effeminate men used 
mostly for comic relief in movies and television. Lesbians were usually dramatized as 
psychoticorsuicidal.lt Bi and Trans were representedatall.it was for laughs. 

These images are difficult for the younger GLBT community to understand. They are on 
a first name basis with Ellen, Rosie, and Will & Grace. Elton, Melissa, kd and various 
others are out and proud. There are gay marriages popping up all over the planet. With this 
kind of visibility the sheltered don't see the urgency in 6LBT activism. Unless they pick up 
a copy of the VFP or another newsmagazinethey have no idea what's up. 

They are out to family, friends and teachers and go out to GLBT youth events. They have 
people like Oprah including them in her recent Humanitarian Award acceptance speech. 
They think they are living in the future we were working so hard to providefor them. 

Are we living in the future we worked so hard to provide them? To a degree, but there is 
much work to be done. People like Fred Phelps are waiting to catch us sleeping. Most 
states have legislation in place to prevent gay marriage legislation, some (like those right 
here in Allentown) are attempting to rescind gay rights legislation and GLBT hate crimes 
are on the rise. One of the largest growing populations with HIV/AIDS are young gay men. 

We are not learning from our history. Ignorance is the lock that keeps us chained to the 
past.

I happened? Signed: Missed it 

[Dear Missed it, Where the heck have you been? Here’s a 
| timeline: 

-The Bethlehem Council of Churches invites MCCLV’s Rev. 
I Beth Goudy to participate in a 9-11 ecumenical community 
I service of healing, reconciliation and remembrance. 

I-Calvary Baptist Church of Bethlehem drops out of 
I participation due to MCC’s (pro-gay) involvement. 

I-At the 9-11 service at 1st Presbyterian Church, a Baptist 
I minister, Rev. Marshall Griffin, says that God allowed 9-11 
I because people present at the service did not speak out against 
I removing prayer from school or against same sex marriage. 

I -Adozen GLBT people walk out of the service. 

I -Rev. Goudy, who was slated to speak right after Griffin, alters 
1 her presentation and speaks gently and eloquently of those who 
I lost loved ones in the tragedy. 

I—Other MCC members try to talk to Griffin about his hurtful 
| words. Griffin ignores them, says he will not apologize. 

-Mainstream press coverage begins, editorials condemn 
| Griffin as, at best, inappropriate. 

-MCC asks Council of Churches for “Statement of Regret,” with 
I regard to Griffin’s hurtful words. C.O.C. considers it. 

I -MCC congregation sends 57 individually signed post cards to 
I Griffin saying they forgive him, also mentioning Matthew 22:37- 
139 (Love thy Neighbor as thyself.) 

I -Baptist Minister Fred Phelps, infamous for picketing Matthew 
I Shepard’s funeral, calls the local media to say he’ll come to 
I Bethlehem from Kansas to discourage the Council of Churches 
I from issuing a “Statement of Regret.” 

I--When the Council of Churches hears about Phelps, they 
I immediately issue the “Statement of Regret" to MCC, as does 
] 1 st Presbyterian Church. MCC is grateful. 

I-Phelps says he’ll come anyway to picket the mainstream 
| churches because they are all sodomites by association. 

-Meanwhile, Valley Free Press begins a pledge drive to 
I dissuade Phelps and benefit MCC. People pledge money for 
1 every minute Phelps will picket. Pledges flood in. 

I ~ Letters to the editor mostly condemn Phelps and his websites: 
I God Hates Fag and God Hates America. Bill White’s column 
I reminds readers that the tactics of anti-gay group CTV, were 
I actually far worse than Phelps. 

I - MCCLV and Rev. Goudy encourage llocal people to stay 
I away from Phelps. They organize a prayer vigil for the time 
I Phelps says he’ll be in town. Diamonz is suggested as the 
I safest place to hold the prayer vigil because it is surrounded by 
la private parking lot that Phelps cannot legally enter and 
[because Phelps feels picketing gay places is not effectively 
I sensational. 

I - Diamonz owner Lenora Johnson agrees to open Diamonz for 
| the 9 am Sunday vigil. 

-Phelps’ wife suddenly remembers that he had something else 
I to do and cancels, insisting he’ll come in December. Amazingly 
I the mainstream press continues to believe him. 

I - The up-beat prayer vigil at Diamonz goes on anyway and is 
I attended by over 50 people. The GLBT community collects the 
| pledges and declares another victory over hate!!!

Valley Free Press does not discnmmate on the basises listed in the anti-discrimination 
statement on page 8 , and asks that organizations or individuals which request VFP to 
publish information about their events maintain a similar policy. 
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Valley Free Press began an Anti-Hate Pledge Drive 
immediately after hearing about Phelps' intended 
visit. It’s not a new idea. Other communities have 
used this successfully in the past, against Phelps 

and the KKK,. 

The key was to move fast. Email and a great network of active 
community members made it work. Within ten minutes of sending 
out the first email, two pledges had come in, and didn't stop until 
long after Phelps suddenly remembered he had to be somewhere 
else that day. 

The pledge drive and a well-organized pro-tolerance community 
stopped Phelps' coming. If you pledged, it was you who did it! 

Phelps had just confirmed, live (by phone) on Tuesdays’ WAEB 
Bobby Gunther Walsh radio show, that he was comin, but on 
Wednesday his wife told the local press he had been previously 
scheduled to be somewhere else...sure. The mainstream press 
bought his face saving insistence that he would come in 
December. He probably won’t ever show up here, but if he does, 
we will be ready for him. His words and presense actually do far 
more to get support for GLBT people than to hurt us. 

It’s groups like Citizens for Traditional Values, based right here in 
the Lehigh Valley, who are the most hurtful. Even though CTV 
hasn’t succeeded with their referendum to remove our rights this 
time, there is nothing to stop them from trying again. 

People who disguise their hatred by calling themselves religious, 
those who work to remove legal rights by saying they are 
proponents of democracy...they are the most dangerous. They are 
the ones we have to guard against everyday. We have to be 
registered to vote. We have to work for pro-GLBT candidates. We 
have to support PA-GALA financially and by volunteering. And we 
have to be out and proud. 

Pledge drive names and numbers: 

An anonymous donor from UUCLV pledged $1000 if Phelps 
showed up for even one minute. Fifty additional people from 
UUCLV banded together to pledge hundreds of dollars. PFLAG LV 
made a donation to cover the prayer meeting refreshments. Most 
of the pledges were from local people, but we did have two 
pledges from Alaska and one from Baltimore. Several elected and 
appointed officials in Allentown pledged, including Mayor Roy 
Afflerbach, City Council member Gail Hoover, and City Controller 
Frank Concannon. 

Those who pledged, heard about the drive by word of mouth, 
from the Morning Call or Express Times or by email. There was no 
mailing or phone banking necessary. The entire pledge drive took 
less than a week to, “change the plans" of the Phelps bunch. 

The total amount pledged, if Phelps had actually shown up, would 
have been $15.65 per minute. The maximum amount was over 
$4000 dollars (some people did not cap their pledges at all), and 
the flat pledge amount raised for MCCLV, whether Phelps showed 
up or not, was at least $1709. See page 5 to find out how you can 
mail or email in your pledged amount.

YOU AND YOUR PARTNER WANT 
TO CHANCE YOUR NAMES? 

HERE SHOW. 

There are many reasons why people change their 
names. It is a very common occurrence in America. 

The most common is of course, when a woman marries and takes her 
husband’s name. 

Some people just don’t like their names. Think about it. What if your 
name was....oh, well, I’m not going to risk offending anybody by 
giving an example, but I am sure you can come up with your own list 
of, “Thank goodness my name isn’t....!” 

Some people change their names to disassociate themselves from 
their families, who may be totally un-accepting and un-supportive of 
them. Transgender persons may change their names to be 
consistent with their gender. Gay and lesbian couples may change 
their names because it is a formal statement they can make about 
their committed relationship to each other. Gay or lesbian couples 
with children, may change their names so they will all be more easily 
identified as a family. 

There are some disadvantages to changing one’s name to that of 
your same-sex partner. Clueless people will assume you are sisters 
or brothers. (People sometimes assume that I am Liz’s mom, even 
though we don’t have the same last name.) More to the point, there is 
a personal cost in time and expense to change your name or names 
on a wide variety of documents and accounts. These may include 
deeds, mortgages, driver’s license, automobile registration, credit 
cards, voter registration, wills, powers of attorney, investments, 
passports, income tax records, social security #, insurance, etc. 

Until recently, if you wanted to change your name, you needed to 
hire an attorney at a base cost of $500. Now, however, it is possible 
for an individual to file the Petition for Name Change, for themselves 
at the County Court House without a lawyer. 

We at the VFP are not attorneys and we do not give legal advice. 
We recommend that you consult your attorney to understand how 
changing your name legally will or will not affect your individual 
situation. Also, changing the name of a minor child is more 
complicated than the simple name change process described here 
for adults. 

If you want to change your name in Lehigh County, First , you must 
complete a one page form, “Petition for Name Change," available 
from the Lehigh County Court Administrator on the 6th floor of the 
County Court House. You must give your name, date of birth, current 
address, social security number, and you must be a U.S. citizen and 
swear that you have no legal judgments against you. Then, you must 
state in writing why you wish to change your name. Second, you 
must go to the police and complete a fingerprint card, which you will 
be required to submit with your “Petition for Name Change.” 

Then you take the papers to the Clerk of Court along with a $97.50 
filing fee. You will be given a hearing date. Third , you must go to the 
Recorder of Deeds and obtain a certification concerning the 
existence of any recorded mortgages. There is a fee for this also, but 
it will cost you less than $10. Fourth , you are required to publish in 
the Morning Call and the Lehigh Law Journal, your intention to 
change your name and the date of the hearing. Publication of this 
information will cost you about $75 for each periodical. Fifth , go to 
the Court Hearing and bring with you the two proofs of the 
publication of your notice to change your name and the name change 
certification from the Recorder of Deeds. The judge will make a 
determination on your case and if there is no legal objection, your 
name change will be granted.
